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FOREWORD 


The Twentieth Annual Drawing and Print Exhibition of the San Fran- 
cisco Art Association brings before the local public 103 works of art, 
selected by a jury of artists for their creative vitality and their technical 
excellence. Altogether 597 items were submitted from Hawaii, California, 
and seventeen other states scattered throughout the country. This Annual 
is therefore by no means a completely regional exhibition, although as 
usual the large number of works from the West listed in the catalog 
reflects the fact that entries submitted from this part of the country 
outnumber greatly the scattered submissions from elsewhere. 


Like the other San Francisco Art Association annuals, the Drawing 
and Print Exhibition reflects a variety of current trends in art. It provides 
a lively review, in examples of high quality, of work artists find at present 
interesting, and worthwhile calling to public attention. 


From the art-interested public's point of view a drawing and print 
exhibition such as this has special appeal also. Here are to be found works 
of living art, made directly by the artist in techniques which he controls— 
even when produced in multiple examples. Yet these works of art are 
in a modest price range that brings them within the reach of everyone. 
Both drawings and prints also have usually another advantage: the simple 
mounting that permits flexible use and enjoyment. They can be easily 
and compactly stored. They can be enjoyed intimately by leating through 
a portfolio. They can be mounted to permit easy changing in frames on 
the wall, and so may bring to the home something of the variety and 
excitement that the succession of changing exhibitions brings to a gallery. 
They are in no way inferior in decorative quality and in power to other 
art media, as this exhibition demonstrates. 


The San Francsco Museum of Art is happy to be host to this Art 
Association Annual and invites its visitors to consider how they can re- 
spond to it and profit from it, not only by examining it here in the galleries 
but by acquiring examples from it to meet their own tastes in art, and to 
enrich their daily living.
